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Two new localities of Encalypta alpina Sm. 
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Encalypta alpina was reported for Japan for the first time by Dr. M. Takaki 
in 1951, and the only locality is Mt. Shirouma, prov. Shinano in central Honshu. 
Besides in H. Koidzumi’s collection of mosses, I found 3 specimens (in TNS) from 
Mts. Kitadake and Senjo, prov. Kai which are new localities. 
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
